WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.--Despite 
repeated declarations by employers’ 
lelegates that they never would ap- 
yrove intervention im the steel strike 
ind insistent demand from the same 
croup that the labor arbitration pro- 
posal be disposed of definitely, the 
national industrial conference, voting 
S an assembly, today deferred action 
lon the labor plan pending an effort 
by the central committee of fifleen 
to agree on the question of collective 
bargaining. 
The motion to defer, made by Ber- 
nard M. Baruch, chairman of the pub- 
lic delegation, was defeated under the 
group voting plan, the employers’ 
voting against it, and the public and 
labor group supporting postponement. 
Consent of all three groups is requir- 
ed under the conference rules to valid 
ate action, But, on a point of order 
being raised, Secretary Lane presid- 
ing officer, ruled! that the motion !n- 
volved a question of procedure and 
not of policy, and therefore snould be 
settled by a stmple majority vote of 
individual delegates. 
Judge E. H. Gary, chairman of the 
United States steel conporanun board, 
and W. M. Burgess, of Ohama, Neb., 
were the only members of the public 
group opposing postponemem, and C. 
8. Barrett, and T. C. Atkison, farm- 
ers’ representatives at one of the em 
ployere’ group favored the motion, 
The labor group was solid for post- 
ponement, 
Committee Strikes a Snag. 


The central committee was directed 
to have a report ready when the con- 
ference convenes at 2.30 tomorrow 
afternoon, but it struck a enag late 
today in attempting to define ‘‘col- 
lective bargaining” and made but little 
headway during its three-hour ses- 
sion, The right of employees to or- 
ganize was geneialiy recognized, it was 
said, but no agreement could be reach- 
ed on the question of dealing with non 
employees of a company acting as 
spokesmen for the workers. The com- 
mittee will meet again tomorrow 
morning, but it appeared ipractically 
certain tonight that no agreement 
would be reached and that the labor 
and public delegates in the commit 
tee would ask for more time.

The extent to which the city coune!l 
made progress with the power house 
situation at the special meeting on 
Wednesday night, was to refer several 
reports on the matter, and a vetition 
to the utilities committee for a report.

FREAK SHOTS, 


There come times in the career of 
every golfer when he faces a situation 
where it is impossible to play the ball 
In the accepted fashion and get any 
results worth while, In such a case 
if it is impossible to win the hole 
otherwise trying freak shots is neces-

I remember in the qualifying round 
of the National championship which 
was played at the Chicago Golf club 
in 1912. H. H. Hil- 
ton, the great Eng- 
lish player, was 
leading the field. 
When I wag ready 
to drive at the 
eighteenth hole I 
knew I had to 
make a four to be 
even up with Hil- 
ton. I pulled my 
drive and the bail 
went into the 
bunker. My = re- 
covery shot left 
me as badly off as 
I was before for I 
was completely 
stymied by a large 
tree.

typical examples of the decisions of 

profiteering commissions this

At Manchester the committees held 
that twenty per cent. too much pro- 
fit was charged to Professor Tout, of 
Manchester uriversity for suite for 
Pky sons. Twenty-five per cent. too 
much Myon wes charged also on a 
pair of trousers. Another firm of 
j military tallors was ordered to re- 
|fund sixteen ponce to a purchaser of 
a medal bar bought for two shillings. 
Many complaints have been postpon- 
ed for further enquiries. 
| One alleged flaw in the profiteering 


jInid_ wpon the purchager, which ob- 
| v'ously involves considerable trouble 
jin the revovery of overchargessin in- 
|dividual payments. A church bazaar 
|notice at Wimbledon significally states 
that no article will be sold above shop 
prices.

lan average of $200 per month, now I 
jam out of work And owing to my 
}wounds cannot do a good day's work 
with the result that J cannot hold 
down a job long enough to even buy 
food enough to keep body and soul 
together let alone buying horse feed. 

The $2,000 bonus will place. me 
\from a charge to an independent farm. 
er. No bonus means the complete 
breaking up of my home this winter, 
and my wife and little one must starve. 
There are a good many cases the same 
as mine, and unless the ‘bonus comes 
and comes quickly, I feel sure that 
there will be very serious trouble in 
Canada this coming winter. 

Are the people of Canada going to 
stand ‘by and see their broken fighters 
join the ranks of beggars begging a 
few coppers to allow them to ‘live? 

If so Canada \will have a dark blot 
on her name that will even be larger 


than the blot on Germany.

Dispatch from U. 8. That Foot- | 
wear Would Be Cheaper Is 
Thought Erroneous 


CALGARY, Oct, 16.—That the buy- 
ing publie should look for further rises 
in the price of boots and shoes, ra- 
ther than a decrease as predicted in a 
New York despatch quoting J. Frank 
McElwain, president of the national! 
boot and shoe manufacturers’ associa- 
tion, is the consensus of opinion of 
Calgary's leading dealers, both whole- 
sale and retall, 

The despatch which quoted the head 
of one of the biggest shoe corporations 
in the United States as saying that 
there had been a decrease in price 
since August and would be another 
before Christmas, fe thought to be a 
mistake, The matter was discussed at 
some length this morning by half a 
dozen of the best known boot men In 
the sity, one of whom had a letter re-

Manager of Edmonton Yards 


Gives Instructive Address to 
Kiwanis Olub 


SHOWS RAPID GROWTH 


| Explains Different Businesses and 
the Work That Each Is 
Doing 


At the regular moca tnecneon of 
the Kiwanis Club held in the Mac- 
donald hotel, Wednesday noon, some 
|tifty members were present and an ine 
teresting, bright program was put on. 
J HH. Asheraft. manager of the stock 


yards, was the speaker of the day, 
taking as his subject, “The Edmonton 
jStock Yards." 

Aftef the reading of the minutes 
and other business, President Pike 
turned over the meeting to the chair- 
man of the day, J. C, Sherry. In 
deference to the speaker, it wags live 
stock day jn the Kiwanis Club, Mir- 
‘fam Green Ellis addreased” the club 
|for a few moments on the improve- 
ment of live stock in Alberta, By a 
lstanding vote Mrs. Ellis was made a 
member of the club. 

The club decided to accept the in- 
Vitation of the Rotary Club for the 
evening of the 23rd. 

O L, Cloakey, chairman of the pro- 
stam committee added considerably 
to the program by a couple of num- 
bers on the marimbaphone. 

In a half hour's address J. H. Ash- 
craft, manager of the Edmonton Stock 
Yards “talked shop" to euch good pur- 
pose that he brought before the mem- 
|bera present, a very live presentation 
}of the purpose of stock yardg gener- 
ally, and the advance in business that 
had been accomplished in Edmonton 
during the three years they had been 
in operation, 

Businesses Work Together. 


The live stock market, said Mr. Ash. 
jcraft, was composed of several ra 
arate and distinct businesses, all work- 
ing together. These included the 
jcommission agents, the dealers, the 
order buyers and the government of- 
|ficilals, The stock yards was a semi- 
/public institution, operated as a pub- 
lic market; its business the warehous- 
ing of stock and acting as a delivery 
|\for railway companies, its operation 
lbeing to a great extent the same as 
any storage company, except that the 
lstock could not be sold by sample, 
For thie reason the yards were open 
at all times. 

There were crews at the yards 24 


| 


|hours of the day for the receipt and 


shipment, and feeding of stock. One 
ereat advantage of the yards, was 


\that it provided a medium where the 


men with stock to sell was able to 
While 
the yards themselves were not finan- 
cially interested in the price of stock, 
the management tried to keep prices 
in line with other markets to invite 
shipments and also to invite buyers 
from outside points. 

In the case of very low markets, the 
stock went to the higher market and 
in the case of a too high market, the 
joutside buyer went to the lower mar- 
ket, so it was for the advantage of all 
that the markets be kept in line, 


Owner Has His Choice, 

An owner sending stock to a market 
might do just as he pleased. If the 
market did not sult him, he could take 
the stock out of the yard to another 
market. In the selling he might make 
lthe deal himself, should he so desire, 
direct to the ultimate purchaser, he 
jmight sell to a dealer, or he might 
sell thrYough commission firm who were 
on the yards for the purpose of buy- 
ling and gelling etock on commission 
The cattle went over the stock yard 
scales for their buying and selling and 
weights, and these were operated by 
the Stock Yards Co., who had no in- 
terest whatever in tho weights of the 
stock. 

Credit arrangements were made 
with the railroad companies. eo that 
stock consigned to the yards was not 
jheld up on arrival ata terminal, Due 
Idelivered direct to the unloading 
chutes, the stock yards protecting the 
lraltway charges, 

How Revenue Derived, 

The revenue to the stock yards, 
said the speaker, was derived from the 
jhandling charges, and the profit on 
feed, and there charges were under 
the control of the Dominion govern- 
Iment. which also to a great extent 
tecontrolled the operations on the yards. 

He apoke jn some detail of the op- 
erations of the commission agents, 
who handled the great proportion of 
the stock received; the dealer or spec- 
ulator, who was the life and back- 
bone of a market, as they were the 
uncertain quantity, and did much to 
maintain price levels; of the ‘buyers 
from the large packing plants who had 
their own representatives on the 
lyards; and the other operators who all 
[went to make up the market. 

Exchange Scts Rules, 

A live stock exchange operated on 
‘all markets, and this organization set 
ithe rules for the conduct of business 
lamong the commission agents and 
‘dealers. However, disputes or dis- 
jagreements as to prices agreed upon 
|were very rare, said Manager Avgh- 
craft; transactions running into thou- 
sands of dollars .were made wholly 
without the scratch of a pen, and rare- 
Ny was there a misunderstanding. The 
live stock exchange was again directly 
answerable to the Dominion govern- 
ment. 

The Dominion government main- 
|tained two officials at the yards, one 
from the health of animals branch, 
,whose duty !t wav to look after sani- 
tary conditions and quarantine any 
|diseased or infected animal; ahd the 
other the markets representative, re- 
presenting the Dominion Live stock 
commissioner. It wae his duty to ad- 


vise prospective pu ‘chasers should 
lthey so desire, as to conditions and 
| prices.
